Madrid, July 30.— The government's 
reports from Catalonia indicate that 
tho situation -continues to improve. 
Both King Alfonso and Premier Maura 
seem satisfied that the, worst is over, 
that tho rebellion in Barcelona has 
been quelled and that order soon will 
be restored. Nevertheless, to be on the 
safe side, large bodies of troops of all 
arms continue to be hurried to the 
seerio. No figures, or even estimates, 
of the loss of property and life in Cata- 
lonia are vouched for by the authori- 
ties, but private despatches leaking out 
through the frontier indicate that there 
has been a great slaughter at Bar- 
celona. Reports continue to (liter in 
of tho destruction of property, espec- 
ially churches; monasteries and con- 
vents, against which the fury of the 
mob was centered. Tho only region 
creating particular anxiety Is the liis- 
cayun provinces. There is some ap- 
prehension that tho followers of Don 
Jaime, tho Pretender, may attempt to 
raise tho white Hag of the Carlists. 
Horrible Work of Mob 
London, July 30.— The Daily Tele- 
graph's correspondent at Barcelona 
gives a graphic description of affairs 
up to Wednesday evening. Up to Wed- 
nesday tho troops had not fired a shot. 
In the meantime churches, convents 
and colleges had been burned and the 
sky was illuminated by tho flames. 
Dozens of priests and nuns were ruth- 
lessly slaughtered, some at tho altar 
while holding tho crucifix in their 
hands, others -while bravely defending 
their institutions, against tho revolu- 
.fianists and devouring flames, . the 



nilaco 'preventing the Red Cross 
workers from giving aid. Nuns who 
appeared at the windows were stoned, 
and not a soul helped them or took 
pity on iheir screams. From the height 
of Mt. Juich nothing was to bo seen 
but (lames. Tho whole of Barcelona 
seemed liko a bonfire. The numb 
killed, the correspondent states, e: 
ceeds 120, and tho wounded number 
more than 3,000. Dead and wounded 
people continue to ho unearthed under 
tho ruins. 

"Today," he continues, "I witnessed 
some of the grimmest of spectacles. 
Tho revolutionists, about 10,000 
strong, were marching about the 
streets with the charred remains of 
their victims. They had placed arms, 
legs and heads on long poles and 
were singing tho Marseillaise and 
shouting. They gave not only the 
police, civil guard and soldiers samples 
of their carnage, but actually passed 
under the very nose of the captain- 
general, who was at the head of his 
troops, and no one dared to (ire on the 
revolutionists. The truth is the move- 
ment is undoubtedly revolutionary, 
and ha3 been organized and directed 
by persons of influence, who have not 
appeared up to the present, and as to 
whose identity, discretion counsels 
silence, it sprang up at a time when 
Barcelona was denuded of troops and 
tho captain-general was not strong 
enough to take decisive action.

Procession of Miners Planned 
for Today Is Giving Some 
Concern 



Glace Bay, C. B., July 30. — Tomorrow 
is the day for the great U. M. W. pro- 
cession at Dominion No. 1, and the air 
is full of rumors of trouble. The pro- 
gramme of the U. M. W. is to form up 
tiie locals In Glace Bay and march out 
to Dominion and there hold an open 
air mass meeting. 

This afternoon the Dominion town 
council called a meeting and passed a 
bylaw forbidding processions within 
the town Unfits, except with the con- 
sent of the Dominion town council. The 
by-law was telegraphed to Halifax for 
approval. The deputy attorney gen- 
eral in Halifax wired back a reply that 
Governor Fraser being out of the city, 
and no quorum of the council within 
call, It was impossible to obtain ap- 
proval of the by-law, even If a by-law 
was necessary. The town council were 
informed, however, that no by-law is 
necessary to meet the conditions. The 
criminal code, the council was advised, 
contains ample provisions to meet the 
case. The numbers of the sections 
were quoted for the guidance of the 
town council, 

The two men arrested yesterday at 
Reserve mine, charged with complicity 
in the attempt to blow up Manager 
Simpson's house, were arraigned before 
the magistrate issuing the warrant for 
their arrest. Bail was offered by 
friends, but the magistrate was in 
doubt and telegraphed the crown pro- 
secutor, who replied that he would not 
advise ball to be taken by tho magis- 
trate in so serious a matter. ..The men 
were remanded until Monday, and sent 
back to jail in the meantime. 

Two men were arrested today at No. 
12, one for intimidation, and the other 
for throwing stones. They were 
brought to Glace Bay, and later were 
admitted to" ball. 



"EXAGG ERATE D EGO" 

Marked Characteristic of Thnw Is Ex- 
amined Into by Justico Mills 
at Investigation 

White Plains, July 30.— It was one 
of the. judges, not the prosecutor, who 
ruffled the assurance of Harry Thaw 
on the witness stand today. "Exag- 
gerated Ego," the insane delusion that 
the possessor Is a person of supreme 
ability and Importance, may prove the 
bar tiiat will keep the doors of the 
Mattewan Insane asylum closed upon 
him. 

When the district attorney, Mr. 
Jerome, finished his cross-examina- 
tion during the morning session, Jus- 
tice Mills, at whose term of the su- 
preme court, the slayer of Stanford 
White is striving to prove himself 
sane, put a series of questions that in 
the judgment of many, were more per- 
tinent than any asked during tho 13 
hours that Thaw had been on tho 
stand. 

Taking up the lead suggested, Mr. 
Jerome dwelt further on "exaggerated 
ego," at the evening session, quoting 
from alienists at the homicidal trial. 
He quoted Dr. Brltton D. Evans, who 
said Thaw would not listen to argu-i 
ment and could not bo convinced, and 
another report on the prisoner's "rapid 
flow of words and rapid manner and a 
faculty of expression far beyond tho 
normal," 



Mexico City, July 30.— With Chii- 
pancingo city destroyed, > Acapulco 
partly razed, and the loss of life prob- 
lematical, Central Mexico, from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific, an area of 
more than 100,000 square miles, was 
shaken at an early hour today by a 
series of the most severe earth shocks 
felt in the region for the last quarter 
of a century. 

The quake was severe In Mexico city, 
but not prolific in destruction. Reports 
telling of the loss of life are meagre, 
but the official figures thus far show 
14 killed and more than a score mor- 
tally injured. Word from an American 
commercial traveller at Chiipancingo, 
state of Guerrero, says that city was 
destroyed, and the inhabitants are liv- 
ing In the open, suffering from the ele- 
ments. The loss of lile is not defi- 
nitely known. 

Tho shocks continued at Chiipan- 
cingo today, with subterranean rum- 
bling and (lashes of lightning. Aca- 
pulco, Guerrero, was partly razed. 

According to the observatory re- 
cords the first shock of the series, was 
felt at 4:15 this morning. It was 
severe, causing the bells of the many 
cathedrals of Mexico city to toll, break- 
ing crockery, and in some cases level- 
ling walls. The inhabitants of the 
'capital had hardly recovered from their 
fright when a second and more severe 
shock caused an outpouring of nearly 
all of tho residents. This movement 
was of a twisting character, and was 
felt with marked severity for nine 
seconds. 'The tail buildings of tho 
capital swayed, and in some instances 
cracked. The pavement opened in 
places, and in the poorer quarters a 
number of houses collapsed. 

A message from G. Pyros, an Ameri- 
can commercial traveller, has just been 
received from the town of Chiipancingo 
saying that the place has been com- 
pletely destroyed. The inhabitants are 
living in the open, suffering greatly 
from the elements. The shocks con- 
tinue, accompanied by subterranean 
rumblings and electrical storms. 
Acapuloo Suffers. 

The Federal Telegraph company has 
just established communication with 
Acapulco, a seaport on the Pacific, in 
the state of Guerrero, with a population 
of about 5,000 persons, by the round- 
about way of the isthmus of Tehuante- 
pec. Tile first message received read 
as follows: "The entire lower half of 
this city has been destroyed. There 
have been many casualties. The branch 
here of the National Bank is in ruins. 
The cashier is mortally injured." 

Communication was then interrupt- 
ed. All direct communication between 
Acapulco and Mexico city is cut off. 
Immense damage has been wrought on 
the west coast of Mexico. Communi- 
cation witli the cities of Chilata and 
Chiipancingo is cut off, and it Is fear-, 
ed they have both suffered heavily. 

A heavy death list is feared in the 
state of Guerrero. It is rumored that 
15 persons were killed in Santa Julia, 
a suburb of this city, making the total 
of deaths In the federal list 20, and the 
number of persons badly injured 55. 
These figures are not official. The new 
postofilcc building and one cathedral 
have been badly damaged. 



AT LAST STAGE 



To Be Considered in House To- 
day — President Says He 
Is Satisfied 



Washington, July 30. Entering 
upon tho last stages of its considera- 
tion by Congress, the tariff bill as re- 
ported by the conference was sub- 
mitted today to the house by Chair- 1, 
man Payne and ordered printed In the* 
Congressional Record. Three hundred 
and fifty of the 390 members were in 
their seats when Chairman Payno 
passed up to the speaker's desk tho 
bulky document, with the Republicans 
loudly applauding. Mr. Payne will 
open tomorrow's proceedings with an 
exhaustive statement in explanation 
of tho bill. 

Again the Republicans applauded 
when Mr. Payne said lie hoped to dis- 
pose of the report before ^he house ad- 
journs tomorrow.

ALLEGED SMUGGLER 

Man Arrested on Charge of Bringing 
Drygoods From States and 
Selling Thorn. 

Vancouver, July 29.— Charged with 
smuggling dry goods across tho In- 
ternational boundary near Blaine,, a 
man who gives his name as Michael 
Morgan, has been arrested by the 
provincial police at the Instance of 
Customs Officer Matheson, of White 
Rock. . 

It 1.5 alleged that some weeks ago 
Morgan had a large consignment of 
American-manufactured dry goods 
shipped to Blaine by railway, and 
that he got the consignment ' across 
the border in a rig, evading the cus- 
toms officers. 

It is further alleged that he has 
been peddling these goods in Van- 
couver and other cities of British Co- 
lumbia. 

How the goods wore brought across 
the border without, the cognizance of 
the customs officers is a mystery, but 
a day or two after the smuggling oc- 
curred Mr. Matheson heard that Am- 
erican made good3 were being offered 
for sale by a man in different Can- 
adian cities. He at once acted upon 
the information, and wired to the 
police departments in Vancouver, New 
Westminster, and other cities on the 
Canadian side of the boundary to 
keep a sharp lookout. 

The result was that late last night' 
provincial police officers Monroe and 
Graham arrested Morgan at a down 
town hotel on the description that 
had been furnished by Matheson. 

Morgan was taken to New West- 
minster this afternoon, where he will 
be arraigned before the police magis- 
trate tomorrow morVK. Morgan has 
so far made no statement.

Fraudulent Method. Charged

Winnipeg 



Vancouver, July 30.— That Arthur 
H. Smith, jr., said to bo a son of a 
wealthy Winnipeg family, financed 
his honeymoon with hundreds of dol- 
lars secured under false pretences, Is 
the allegation against a young man 
who, under the name of H. J. Gould, 
was arrested here today on advices 
from Seattle. Young Smith has en- 
gaged counsel, and is preparing to 
vigorously tight extradition. 

The accuser is Bert Pllmmer, a 
chauffer of Seattle, from whom on 
various representations, which it is 
alleged were false, Smith is said to 
have secured loans amounting to sev- 
eral hundred dollars. During the al- 
leged reckless pace at which he is 
said to have travelled, altogether on 
other people's money, in Seattle, 
Smith met a charming Idaho girl, 
with whom he fell madly in love, and 
In Tacoma married after -a wild dash 
in an auto, during which their lives 
were twice endangered, and which 
terminated in tho wrecking of a $5,000 
machine. 

The accused young man arrived in 
Vancouver three weeks ago from 
Winnipeg, and it is claimed on the 
strength of forged telegrams secured 
from a relative here $500. This is the 
money, it is alleged, which started 
the sensational career, lasting of three 
weeks, In which night was made into 
day. 

In Seattle the youth registered at 
an hotel under the name of H. J. 
Gould, declaring he was a nephew of 
Howard Gould. His young wife here 
Is penniless. Thomas Smith, whom 
the young man claims as his uncle, 
advanced $500 to tho youth on the 
strength of a telegram from Winni- 
peg. Tho police are tonight endeav- 
oring to ascertain from Winnipeg 
whether Smith Is the son of the 
prairie city man ho says he is. In the 
meantime tho initials of the supposed 
father in Winnipeg are not divulged.

WITH SPEED 



Successfully Meets Govern- 
ment Test on Ten-mile 
Course 

MAKES MORE THAW 

42 MILES AN HOUR 



Receive Government Re- 
ward of $40,000 for 
His Effort 



Washington, July 30.— Orville 
Wright this evening attained the 
zenith of his hard-earned success. In 
a ten-mile cross-country flight In the.--- 
aeroplane built by himself and^-tfis 
elder brother, Wilbur, and accompani- 
ed by Lieut. Benjamin D. Houlers, an 
officer of the Signal Corps, he sur- 
passed the speed requirements of his 
contract with the U. S. government. 
Incidentally, he broke all speed records 
over a measured course. 

Wright's speed was more than 42 
miles an hour. He made the ten-mile 
flight in 14 minutes and 42 seconds, 
including more than 20 seconds re- 
quired for the turn beyond the line at 
Shuler Hill, the southern end of the 
course. He attained a height of nearly, 
500 feet, and his average altitude was 
over practically level country about 
250 feet. President Taft arrived upon 
the scene just In time to see the aero- 
plane start and to participate in the 
demonstration which welcomed the 
aviators. He sent Col. Treat, com- 
manding officer of the artillery at Fort 
Meyer, to bear his congratulations to 
the victors. 

Following a terrible wind and rain 
storm early in the afternoon, the at- 
mosphere became clear and quiet. Des- 
pite the failure of the army field tele- 
graph lines to Shuler Hill, depended 
for communication by the two ends 
of the course, Orville Wright seized 
tho moment of the best weather con- 
ditions he had yet had for the speed,' 
test. The engine worked perfectly, 
Lieut. Foulers climbed Into the pas- 
senger's seat beside the motor. Wil- 
bur took his place at the right of the 
planes and Orvile clambered Into his 
seat behind Foulers. He gripped the 
levers and nodding to his brother, 
slipped the cable which released the 
starting weight. The machine then 
started down the true track. As if 
drawn by invisible hands the white, 
winged man-bird rose, higher and 
higher. Orville brought the machine 
at great speed twice around the field, 
then with a short turn he swept 
about almost over the heads of the 
spectators and started straight for- 
ward over the centre of tho drill field. 

Like a giant bird the machine swept 
unswervingly straight to the south, 
passing over the diverse and heavily 
wooded country in the distance till it 
became a mere speck above the hori-i 
bon. Those who had glasses saw tho 
aeroplane turn first to the left, then to 
the right above Shuler Hill. Sud- 
denly the speck was lost to view, and 
as the seconds passed a silence grew 
upon the crowd, a silence that spoke 
of deep concern.

Speaking of his famous ride to 
Khiva, Robert L. Jefferson, \<\ R. G. S 
the noted traveler atul author now 
visiting Victoria, said this morning: 
"I crossed Europe on my wheel and 
rode across the. Kezll Kum, the great 
desert. I went across to Brussels 
from London and mounted my wheel 
there, riding through Belgium to Ger- 
many, passing through Cologne, 
Coblenz, Frankfort to Pasau at the 
Austrian frontier, -and through Vien- 
na, Bu>da-Pesth and over the. Carpa- 
thians to Lemlmrg into Russia. I 
went through Kieff, Moscow and 
Nljni -Novgorod, Samara and Oren- 
berg. 

"Orenberg lies at the gates of Asia, 
at the edge of the trackless desert. It 
is the last post. Eastward and south- 
ward are the wide steppes and on the 
other hand the desert, pathless and 
wide. On one side are the confines of 
Afghanistan, Persia and the Hlndo- 
Kush anil on the other the unbroken 
sands stretch away to the great des- 
erts of Mongolia and Siberia. 

"At Orenberg I had to make ar- 
rangements for food and escort, as the 
journey over the red sands was about 
2.000 miles. There was one break 
only, at Fort No. 1, as the Russians 
called the little hamlet of Syrdariu. 
There a few regiments of soldiers and 
one or two batteries of artillery were 
stationed. This place was one of the 
chain of forts established by General 
von Kauffrriann when he was in his 
campaign of subjugation of the Khl- 
van and Bokkaran people. This place 
was about half way to Khiva. 

"It was necessary to take a semi- 
military escort from Orenberg. This 
consisted of Cossacks, both Russians 
and Kherghlz. A retinue of camels 
was used to carry food and water. Tho 
food consisted of live sheep and water 
was carried in goat skins. 

"We were not molested by th« 
roving Turcomans to any extent al- 
though my bicycle naturally created 
an enormous sensation. On one oc- 
casion, however, we were surrounded 
by a belligerent party of Turcomans 
evidently bent on plundering my little 
caravan. Fortunately they deserted. 
Several Times Lost. 
"Several times we were lost In tho 
desert. We had two guides, Who 
found their way by day by the color 
and form of the sand and at night 
by the stars. ' The passage of the 
desert was arduous, and toward the 
end was a frantic scramble owing to 
the rood becoming scarce and the 
water going bad. Ultimately we. 
readied Fort Pietro Alexandrovitch, 
where General Galkin who was in 
command of the garrison tried to place 
obstacles in tho way of me reaching 
Khiva, whether because I was an Eng- 
lishman I do not know. I l-.nd im- 
perial permission to make the visit. I 
spent some time In the Russian gar- 
rison endeavoring to get permission 
In go forward and ultimately while 
standing In the small scpiaro of the 
fort I was astonished to hear German 
spoken by a man dressed like a Khi- 
van. I spoke to him and found that 
be was one of the German colonists 
in tlie province of Khiva, a relic of 



the band of adventurers who had fol- 
lowed General von Kauffmann In his 
Asian campaign who, numbering 
about 50 in all, had formed a socialis- 
tic community near Khiva in 1873. 

"Tills man's name was Fmll Reeson 
and I induced him to take a note from 
me to the Khan of. Khiva, which the 
German could translate', asking the 
Khan to send out someone so that 1 
could make my., way, "to the, forbidden 
city. The walled city was about 60 
miles away fronr'the fort. The colon- 
ist took my note and the dragoman 
of the King came. General Galkin 
was then forced to permit me to pro- 
ceed across the desert. 

"Thus I entered Khiva disguised in 
tho costume of a Khlvan. A huge 
shako of lamb's wool was on my head 
and I wore a long flowing gown. This 
was necessary, as had 1 been recog- 
nized as an European in the streets T 
would probably have been stoned to 
death. 

"I found Khiva almost In ruins. The 
city was surrounded by hutre mud 
walls In a state of debris. The re- 
mains of one or two tine buildings 
were seen, but generally speaking the 
big Asian city Is a higgledly-piggledly, 
dusty, mud-built place, with narrow 
streets and a fanatical population. 
Interviewed the Khan. 
"I was entertained at the palace of 
Mat Murat, the prime minister of the 
Khan and had Interviews both with 
the- Khan and with the Crown prince. 
The old man 1 found to be a man 
densely ignorant of outside affairs. 
He was a despot and ruled the land; 
in despotic manner. ' 

"Politically Khiva is dominated byl 
Russia. The walled city Is surround- 
ed by forts garrisoned by Russians. 
The Khlvans were once populous, but 
now the population lias dwindled from 
300,000 to SO, 000 people, this decrease 1 
taking place in a. quarter of a century. 
The city itself is most unsanitary, and 1 
there is much disease. The Russians 
will do nothing at all to assist the 
Khlvans, whom they mulcted heavily 
for the war of 1873. They seem to bo. 
sitting by waiting for an opportunity 
to take over the land. 

"Khiva was once the heart of Asia, 
the great halting place of the cara- 
vans on the road from Mongolia to 
Nijni Novgorod. Here the great tea 
caravans of hundreds of camels were 
halted after the long trip across the 
Gobi desert before the trip was co- 
tlnued to the great southern Russian 
fair town, and festivals were held by 
tho Khlvans in honor of the coming of 
tho caravans. The building of tho 
trans Siberian railroad finished all 
this and no longer the festivals of the 
caravans are held In Khiva. The na- 
tives are Mohammedans and follow all 
the quaint customs of the Oriental 
fellow religionists. 

"After spending five days in Khiva 
I started back, but not across the des- 
ert ngaln. I returned to Fort Pietro 
Alevandoviteh and thence rode by 
camel up the Oxus to Merv, from 
where I tnnk the military railroad to 
the Caspian and crossed the Caucucus 
to rjatoum, where I took steamer for 
Constantinople and home." 



Water Used in Construction of 
Wharf Street Pavement 
Must Be Paid for 

The first rift in the lute of amicable 
business relations between the city and 
the contractors to whom have, been 
awarded the contract of laying' the vit- 
rified brick pavement on Wharf street 
was brought to the attention of the city 
at last night's jneetlng of the streets, 
bridges, and sewers committee, when 
a communication from Messrs. Sabine 
and Stevens, the successful tenderers, 
was considered. 

They call attention to the fact that 
when they tendered for the work they 
were unaware that they would be ex- 
pected to pay for water used. The 
water commissioner has seen fit to 
hiatal connections and place meters 
thereon to register the amount of 
water which the contractors may be 
called upon to use during the progress 
of the work. The contractors express 
the opinion that they should be allowed 
water free of charge. 

Always the Custom. 

Water Commissioner Raymur, who 
was present at the meeting, stated that 
it was always customary, where the 
city constructs \vor|<s of local improve- 
ment, to charge up against the work 
the water used. Believing that the 
contractors for the Wharf street pave- 
ment would require a supply from the 
city mains he had had connections put 
in in convenient Positions and meters 
installed. The contractors had stated 
to him that as they had not been in- 
formed that they Would be expected to 
pay anything for water they had not 
tigured on that expense, but he had re- 
plied that the city had not told the 
contractors to figure on any one of the 
various materials to be used. That 
was a matter for them. However, this 
work is the first work to be undertaken 
on the contract system, and probably 
the misunderstanding was hardly to be 
wondered at. 

Alderman Mable suggested that if 
the cost of the water were charged up 
against the work it would have to be 
an extra charge, as the amount of tin- 
contract had already been determined, 
and he doubted very much if the 
owners would feel disposed to pay any- 
thing more than the contract price. 

Alderman Henderson suggested that 
the contractors be charged at the same 
rate as it is charged against the local 
improvement works constructed by the 
city, and It was finally decided that the 
Wharf street contractors shall be al- 
lowed a water supply at the rate of 
l-"/£ cents, per 1,000 gallons, and that 
rate will rule In future works where 
such works are done under contract.

IN GAS EXPLOSION 



Escaping Gas Ignites and 
Creates Scene of Excitement 
on Wharf Street 



It was a narrow escape from serious 
injury that W. Murphy, a. plumber, had 
yesterday afternoon at 4 o'clock when 
an explosion of gas in the basement) 
of the Customs . building, Wharf 
street, occurred.

candle which he placed sufficiently far 
enough from the main but as he was 
working the candle slid down the in- 
cline formed by the floor and the in- 
stant the gas came in contact with 
the flame the explosion followed. . 

Murphy was thrown back into the. 
basement but he retained presence of 
mind enough to rush for the street 
whore ho secured assistance from spmo 
laborers and digging up the gas main 
In the road cut off tho flow of gas. In. 
tho meantime tho gas was blazing 
merrily in the basement of the build- 
ing. An alarm was sent Into the lire 
brigade which responded promptly and 
the small fire which had been started 
was soon put out. Practically no dam- 
age was done to the building.

TAKES EXCEPTION 
TO CRITICISM 



Aid, Turner Defends City's Ac- 
tion Relative to Rock 
Contract 



Sometimes Aid. Turner Is not angry 
but his manner would suggest that ho 
Is and then again he is really angry, 
or at least, indignant. The latter 
proved to ho the case when at last 
night's meeting of the streets, bridges 
and sewers committeo he took occa- 
sion to criticize a communication from 
C. C. Pemberton relative to the con- 
tract which the city has recently en- 
tered Into with H. W. E. Canavan for 
a supply of crushed rock. Mr. Pem- 
berton claimed that his offer to the 
city of a free supply of rock from 
Shotbolt's hill had not even been con- 
sidered and that his latest communi- 
cation to the city relative thereto had 
not even been answered. 

Alderman Turner Informed , tho bal- 
ance of the committee that so far 
from the committeo not having looked 
into Mr. Pemberton's offer both him- 
self and City Engineer Topp had gone 
out and fully Investigated the loca- 
tion: It was quite true, that. Mr. Pem- 
berton did not ask any monetary con- 
sideration for the' rock which ho of- 
fered from his site but he stipulated, 
that the bluff of rock should bo level-j 
led to a certain degree and the city 
should fill In the spaco thus blasted 
out, wdth black earth and furnish a 
free Bupply of water to the summit of 
the bluff. It had been figured that to 
meet Mr. Pemberton's request would 
cost the city Just about $5 per cubic 
yard. Then Mr. Pemberton had made 
an alternative offer to ullow the city 
to blast all the rock it desired from', 
another locality provided the city in 
so doing would grado streets through 
tho property. In this case also the' 
cost per yard to the city would have 
been nearly as high as In the Shot- 1 
bolt's hill proposition. When It Is con- 
sidered that under Its contract with 
Mr. Canavan the city Is securing its 
supply of crushed rock at $1.80 per' 
yard with delivery anywhere In the 
city, Aid. Turner expressed his inab- 
ility to see just where Mr. Pemberton's 
offer should have received considera- 
tion, in fact he declared that It would 
have been absurd for the city to have 
even dreamt of accepting his offer. 
Now It Is the Press. 

Mr. Pemberton's communication to 
the committee was received and filed 
without further comment. Aid. Tur- 
ner had nothing to say about the prop- 
riety of the dally press In publishing Mr. 
Pemberton's complaint, but Mayor 
Hall and Water Commissioner Ray- 
mur were not so reticent. Earlier In 
the meeting Water Commissioner Ray- 
mur took occasion to criticise certain 
statements made in tho press relative 
to the digging up of Hillside avenue 
after the big water main there had 
been laid and the trench filled in. Ho 
declared that owing to tho number of 
complaints made by residents along 
that thoroughfare at the almost com- 
plete block In the traffic consequent on 
the road being, torn up for the main, 
it had been decided to fill in the trench 
and wait until tho department was 
ready to proceed with the work of 
changing tho connections between the 
old mnin and the residences and con- 
nect tho latter on the new main. Tho 
trench for the new main could have 
been loft open but then traffic would 
have been affected as the department 
was not In a position to change this 
house connections from the old to the 
new main nt once It was deemed bet- 
ter, from the standpoint of thoso 
using Hillside avenue, to close up the 
new trench and later to dig up the 
earth again as necessary in order to 
make the connections. 

Advice for Reporters. 

Water Commissioner Raymur de-' 
clared that all the reporters look for 
is a story, but they did not care very 
much whether the facts were correctly 
reported and Mayor Hall opined that 
It would be better if the papers in- 
stead of publishing the opinions of all 
who wished to write to the papers 
would fill tho columns with news. Just 
what constitutes news His Worship 
did not endeavor to explain, but both 
he and the. water commissioner ap- 
peared to feel much better after hav- 
ing expressed themselves, and as no 1 
one else appeared to have suffered tho 
matter was allowed to drop. 

On behalf of the special committeo 
appointed to report on the advisabil- 
ity of undertaking local improvement 
work on Asqulth, Cecil, Forbes and 
"Victor Streets, Aid. Turner reported 
that In view of the great expenditure 
which would bo involved were tho 
work prosecuted and the lack of resi- 
dents in that district it had been 
deemed wise to let the work stand 
over for tho time being and not to 
proceed unless the owners were willing 
to pay tho entire cost when the city 1 
would be willing to undertake the 
work at once.

Mr. D. J. Munn- in an Interview 
with the Colonist yesterday, proposed 
that Vancouver Island shali be de- 
veloped by electric railways, operated 
by water power. In support of such 
a proposition Mr. llunn might have 
referred to more than one illustration 
of what has been done in this way, 
notably one in the vicinity of Chicago,' 
where it was demonstrated In the 
most complete manner that no other 
system of transportation so well meets 
the needs of a community. The Col- 
onist has on several occasions re- 
ferrrd to the development of the 
neighborhood of Victoria by electric 
roads, but we think Mr. Munn is the 
first person to suggest such a system 
as one of applicability to the whole. 
Island. Mr. D. D. Mann was once 
asked by the Colonist if the water 
powers along the route could not bo 
utilized to operate the proposed Vic- 
torla-Barkley Sound railway. His re- 
ply substantially wa3 that much de- 
pended upon the number of trains 
operated, but he admitted that the 
matter was worth considering. We 
do not understand Mr. Munn to refer 
so much to trunk lines as to local 
lines, and we have not the least hesi- 
tancy in saying that he has directed 
attention to a matter that will stand 
further investigation. 

The best way to inaugurate a 
transportation system of this nature Is 
to begin locally. We believe with Mr. 
Munn that, if the . Question of power 
could be satisfactorily settled, capital 
could be secured for the building of 
electric railways opening the vicinity 
of Victoria, quite irrespective of what 
the B. C. Electric Raiiway Company 
may do. Of course if that company 
and the city reach an agreement, the 
extension of its lines to suburban 
areas will come about as a matter of 
course. We are confident that the 
construction, of electric lines along 
well chosen routes would lead to the 
very rapid settlement of the whole 
country from Sooke to the head of the 
Saanich Peninsula, the cutting up of 
the area into small holdings and the 
establishment of a beautiful suburban 
district, that would be fifty miles 
lonfr. Make it reasonably probable 
that a good train service would be 
provided for that area, and that elec- 
tric light and power and telephones 
would be available for people in all 
parts of it, and settlement and cul- 
tivation would proceed apace, and 
Victoria would have within a short 
distance of its boundaries communi- 
ties, the business of which alone 
would make this a very prosperous 
city. ■ 

We believe that what has just been 
said in regard to the environs of Vic- 
toria would be found to apply to 
other parts of the Island, and notably 
to Nanalmo. The mining and farm- 
ing districts within a comparatively 
few miles of that city would, It seems 
to us, make it worth while for cap- 
italists to establish an electric rail- 
way, linking all the nearby centres of 
population together, and providing 
transportation for the producer of 
farms that are now In existence or 
would then soon be created. After 
the trunk lines of railway have been 
built, electrical roads would almost 
etirtainly be provided as feeders, be- 
cause of the readiness whereby they 
can be constructed in placea which 
would seem Inaccessible tn strain 
roads. From every point of view Mr. 
Munn's suggestion Is of interest, and 
a valuable contribution to the dis- 
cussion now so much in evidence as 
to what can be done. to advance 
Island development. 



RESIDENCES AND BUSINESS 

We do not believe the good people 
up at the north end will .surfer the 
least Inconvenience or loss from the 
projected sash and door factory. It 
always happens in the case of grow- 
ing cities that what are called resi- 
dential districts are Invaded by In- 
dustrial plants, and while the resi- 
dents almost Invariably object, their 
feelings on the subject have to give 
way to the demands of business. The 
anticipated evils rarely, if ever, hap- 
pen. The people, who protested 
against the permit lately isBuod, are 
not the first to raise such objections 
as they advanced, and they will not 
be the last. As the industrial de- 
velopment of Victoria proceeds many 
persons are likely to find their homes 
less desirable than when they were 
surrounded with open fields or resi- 
dences. Objection has been raised to 
the erection of .a new station by the 
V. & S. Railway because it will de- 
preciate the value of some adjoining 
property. No one knows that it will 
do anything of the kind, any more 



than any one knows that the pro- 
posed factory will depreciate the value 
of property In It3 vicinity. Property 
owners have to take tho 'bitter with 
the sweet. As they have a right to 
the unearned Increment resulting from 
what Is done, by others, so they have 
to submit to the chance of deprecia- 
tion through the. growth of a city. We 
Hook forward to seeing at no distant 
day a line of railway coming in from 
the V. & S. to the. inner harbor water- 
front. We anticipate another line 
connecting that road with a railway 
to Barkley Sound. These things may 
add to the value of some pieces of 
property, and they may depreciate the 
value of others. But surely no one 
will say that because of this there 
should be no progress. We have some 
sympathy for the protesting citizens, 
and do not believe that they are :in 
any way less progressive or public 
spirited than any one els.e, . They 
have done only what they might have 
been expected to' do, bvit In the end 
we are sure they will see that they 
have not been injured. 
BRITISH COLUMBIA AT SEATTLE. 

When tlie Alaska-Yukon-Pacific 
Exposition was opened we took occa- 
sion to speak of the excellence of the 
Canadian exhibit. Even on the first 
day visitors from Seattle and vicinity 
freely admitted that It was a line 
showing, arranged with a degree of 
judgment that was very conspicuous. 
A day or two ago the Colonist was 
favored witli a call from a citizen, 
who had been to see the Exposition, 
and he complained that Victoria and 
British Columbia were not represent- 
ed. When he was asked If he had 
gone into the Canadian building, he 
frankly admitted that he had forgot- 
ten to do so. If he had, lie would have 
seen much to gratify him. British 
Columbia looms up large in that 
building, and Victoria is receiving a 
good deal of excellent advertising there 
in consequence of arrangements made 
by the Development Leagun. In the 
Agricultural building the Canadian 
Pacific has a department, and in tills, 
thanks to the efforts of Mr. Marpole 
and Mr. Solly, the Development Lea- 
gue has secured space for a massive 
exhibit of the resources of Vancou- 
ver Island. In preparing this exhibit 
Mr. McGaffey, secretary of the De- 
velopment League, has displayed very 
excellent judgment. 

Vancouver is making the best of 
its opportunities also, and there are 
excellent exhibits from other parts of 
the province, although we think it will 
have to be conceded that Vancouver 
Island makes tho best showing. But 
taking It as a whole, we have none but 
very favorable comment for the show- 
ing made by the province at the Ex- 
position. Our advices are that the 
comments of visitors upon the Cana- 
dian exhibit and especially upon that 
from this province are In the highest 
degree complimentary. In this con- 
nection we would like to advise all 
persons, who go to the Exposition 
from this city not to make the mis- 
take of the Victorian mentioned above. 
Incidentally we nclvise every one who 
can, to take In the Exposition. It is 
well worth while. t ,.

THE CANADIAN NORTHERN 

The Canadian Northern Is about to 
extend its line across Southern On- 
tario, connecting the Niagara with the 
Ottawa by a line that will pass 
through Toronto, Port Hope and Bel- 
leville to Ottawa. The location of its 
road from Sudbury to the head of 
Lake Superior, where a junction will 
be made with its western system is 
nearly completed. To complete its 
system as a transcontinental one it 
is necessary to build a link across 
New Brunswick, yo as to connect with 
its Nova Scotia lines, and to extend 
its main line across British Columbia 
to the ocean. The company has now 
in operation 4,457 miles of road, and 
its lines constructed and in course of 
construction are as follows:

Wheat Export Question 
Winnipeg, July 30. — The establish- 
ment of a grain-sacking plant at 
Vancouver by the C. P. R. has not yet 
been decided upon, but the question 
is under discussion in railway circles. 
The shipping of wheat via British 
Columbia to England is a feasible one, 
and was taken up recently by Mr. 
Whyte in conference with interested 
parties, and Mr. Whyte assured them 
the C. P. R. would provide all neces- 
sary facilities and arrange rates 
satisfactory. One of the necessary 
facilities would be the establishment 
of a grain-sacking plant at Van- 
couver or some Pacific seaboard town. 
Wheat has been shipped from Port- 
land to Europe, and the western Can- 
adian grain men are enterprising en- 
ough to see the advantage of ship- 
ping via the western route, thus cut- 
Hnjj out the railway haul to the At- 
lantic seaboard. The advantage in 
sacking is that wheat cannot be pack- 
ed so tightly into the vessels, thus 
preventing the heating of the grain, 
especially if it should be a little dnmp. 
Another reason why sacking would be 
an advantage is that loose wheat in 
a long ocean haul might shift and 
endanger the vessel. Should this 
route be established It will be of dis- 
tinct advantage to the western wheat 
growing provinces.

FAMOUS FACTOR 
PIONEER PASSES 

Gavin Hamilton, Noted Figure 
in Hudson's Bay Company 
Died Yesterday 



Gavin Hamilton, a pioneer among 
pioneers, und one of the notable factors 
of the early Hudson Buy days of the 
province of British Columbia, died this 
morning after a short Illness at the 
Provincial Royul Jubilee hospital, at 
the age of 74 years. 

He was born on January 1st, 1S35, at 
Stromness, In the Orkney Islands. He 
came to Victoria in the ship Norman 
Morrison, leaving the Thames August 
17th, 1852, arriving here In January of 
the following year. Many other 
pioneers of Victoria were passengers on 
the same vessel. 

His lirst station in the Hudson's Bay 
service was Fort Langley, where he 
served under J. M. Yale. From the 
start Hamilton knew well how to win 
the heart of the natives with whom ho 
came Into contact, and oven the worst 



within range Gavin killed the first and 
then another one. 

Unfortunately, ho had left the big- 
gest and most" dangerous one until the 
last, and turning around to take his 
fowling piece from the Indian he found 
that the Slwash had started for the 
river, taking the gun with him. The 
bear was within sixty yards, and com- 
ing towards him.' He emptied sorao 
powder by guess out of his horn Into 
each, barrel of the gun, beat the stock 
against a tree, forced the powder home, 
and dropped a loose ball down each 
barrell. The bear was within twenty 
yards -of him, and nothing could have

ting muzzle loaders ready for action 
As it was, he didn't have time to get 
the gun to his shoulder, but fired from 
the hip, killing the brute Instantly, but 
so close was It to him that in Its fall 
It knocked him down. For many years 
the Indians of the district spoke of the 
young clerk who killed the three bears. 
Know No Fear. 

After this adventure, Hamilton went 
to Fort Yale, where he distinguished 
himself. by another adventure. Father 
Morlce, who wrote the history of Brit- 
ish Columbia some years ago, tells of 
it as follows: 

"To show the wonderful fearlessness 
of the man, we may mention that In 
1S55 he saved from a burning store 
house 70 or 100 barrels of gunpowder

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among them took kindly to him. Yet 
ho resigned in 1S57, but was persuad- 
ed by Chief Trader Ogden to remain 
in the service und accompany him to 
Stewart Lake. 

The late Mr. Hamilton was later; 
chief factor of the Hudson's Bay com- 
pany, in charge of New Caledonia, 
which practically comprised ali the 
country between the Eraser and the 
Skeenu. Peter Ogden, one of the moat 
autocratic and picturesque of all the 
potentates of the Hudson's Bay com- 
pany, thought highly of Hamilton. He 
married the daughter of the factor. On 
Ogden's death he assumed charge of 
the post. He left the company a few 
years ago on a pension, and after-, 
wards engaged in business enterprises, 
some of which were not fortunate. He 
had remained hale and hearty until a 
little over a month agro, when he came 
to Victoria to undergo an operation, 
not very dangerous In itself. The 
operation was suceessfulyy performed, 
but complications ensued, and the end 
came yesterday morning. 

Reminiscences. 

Gavin Hamilton cumc to British Col- 
umbia in 1S53, when a boy, being one 
of the band of pioneers on the ship 
Norman Morrison. He had previously 
spent a year at sea, having run away 
from his homo in the Orkneys in con- 
sequence of a youthful adventure, 
which was characteristic of_ his wholo 
subsequent career. 

A ship had gone ashore on a danger- 
ous reef in the Orkneys, and the occu- 
pants were in imminent danger of 
drowning when Gavin Hamilton, ac- 
companied by two lishermen, went out 
in a tremendous sea and saved the 
lives of all on board. The two lisher- 
men were awarded the 'Royal Humane 
Society's medal, but the boy who ac- 
companied them, was not given any 
recognition, although It was mainly 
through his efforts that the shipwreck- 
ed company were saved. . 

His father was the local magistrate, 
upon whom devolved the duty of recom- 
mending the rescuers for the medal, 
and Gavin was so Indignant at his 
fnlther passing him over that ho ran 
away from home and went to sea. 

After his lirst voyage, however, his. 
father secured him a clerkship in the 
Hudson's Bay company's service, and 
all his life was bound up in the com- 
pany's work. Ho was recognised by 
Indians and white men as one of the 
most fearless whites in the whole 
country. 

There is an Indian living today up 
country who tells the following story 
of Gavin Hamilton as a young man: 
He was ascending the Eraser with a 
party in a canoe, and when near Sav- 
onas decided to go on shore and shoot 
some wild ducks. The Indians urged 
him not to as the swamps were full of 
bear. This only served as a stimulus 
to Gavin, who landed, taking one In- 
dian with him. ' He was armed with a, 
double-barrelled fowling-piece, and his 
Indian attendant was carrying a 
single-barrelled sixteen bore muzzle- 
loader. They hadn't proceeded far be- 
fore they saw three bears coming. 
They concealed themselves behind a 
clump of trees close to where the bears 
must pass If they continued. The In- 
dian wanted to go back, but young 
Hamilton said: "No; we will wait until 
they are close. I will shoot two of the 
bears with my double-barrelled gun, 
and you'll then hand me the single-bar- 
relled gun and I'll dispose of the third 
one. All three weapons were loaded 
with ball, und when the bears struck 



with the assistance of men whem ho 
rallied after the lirst shock of fright 
and buoyed up until the end of the ter- 
rible ordeal. For this feat he received 
the award of one hundred pounds from 
the company, and the men were also 
proportionately rewarded. . 

After leaving Fort Yale, Hamilton 
was transferred to Stewarts lake where 
he at once became a great favorite 
with Peter Ogden, who ruled an im- 
mense district like an autocrat and a 
patriarch. Life and death were in 
his hands and there was no law in 
the country except as ho considered, 
advisable. The Indians looked upon 
him as possessing almost supernatural 
power, and indeed, in those days a 
man required to be a strong man to 
occupy such a position. The outlying 
tribes of Indians are bloodthirsty and 
dangerous and it was only by reason 
of the personality of the leading men 
of the Hudson Bay company that they 
were kept In order. Life was full of 
hazard and In that atmosphere Gavin 
Hamilton seemed to thrive. 

After a long service with Mr. Ogden 
as factum and deputy for the factor, 
Hamilton married his daushter. 
Father Morlce speaks of him as al- 
ways having been a prime favorite 
with the Indians and of his wondcrfid 
success in dealing with them. Medi- 
cine had always been a hobby with 1 
him and there were few doctors who 
could let blood or set a broken limb 
better than he could. 

The story Is told that quite recent- 
ly a half-breed had his leg broken on 
the Cariboo road and there being no 
doctor within reach Mr. Hamilton was, 
sent for. The .break was a bad ono 
and while It was being attended to 
the half-breed made a terrible fuss, 
Mr. Hamilton said to him: "Now I've 
got no chloroform here, but If you 
don't remain still while I attend to 
you I'll have to hit you so hard that It 
will be as effective as an anasthetic." 

The natives of the country had such 
a wholesome dread of him that the 
patient remained perfectly docile until 
the. operation was complete. 

A volume could be written about the 
adventures of Gavin Hamilton among 
the Indians. At the time of his death 
there was a bullet In his shoulder as 
a rello of some long gone by fight,' 
while his hands and arms were marked 
with knife cuts which he had ex- 
perienced at various tlmesjn personal 
conflicts with the Indians. 

The story of Hamilton's trip to the 
Bablnes at that time one of the 
fiercest and most dangerous tribes of 
Indians in British Columbia, amongst 
whom he established trading posts 
and cultivated friendly relations is an 
epic in itself, Everyday he carried his 
life in his hands. But even these 
fierce and hostile Indians came to re- 
gard him as their friend. 

When Ogden died Gavin Hamilton 
had so demonstrated his ability that 
he was promoted from a simple clerk 
in one bound to a factorship nnd en- 
trusted with the entire direction of 
affairs over the Immense country 
which had owned the sway of Ogden, 

Gavin Hamilton came of a very ex- 
cellent Scottish family, being directly 
descended from the Ayrshire branch, 
of the great Scottish house of Hamil- 
ton, On his mother's side he was the 
nephew of Dr. John Rue, the ex- 
plorer, who achieved fame as the dis- 
coverer of the remains of the Ill-fated 
Franklin expedition to the Arctic. He 
was also closely connected with tho 
family of Lord Macauley, and one of 
his cousins was Sir Robert Hamilton, 
well known as a prominent und suc- 
cessful Irish administrator during tho 
troublous times which followed the 
Phoenix park murders. He was ono of 
the best examples of the type of west- 



ern pioneers now fast disappearing 
owing to the advance of civilization. 
For money ho cared nothing. For 
personal Integrity everything. Tho 
virtues he esteemed most highly were 
courage and hospitality. He was an 
autocrat, but a benenelent one, and 
tho news of his death will be heard 
with deep regret in every quartet of 
the country tributary to tho Cariboo 
road. He leaves a widow and a large 
family, mostly settled In the northern 
Interior of British Columbia. 

W. C. Hamilton of Esquimau and 
Z. M. Hamilton of Victoria are cou- 
sins of the late factor. 

He was passionately fond of sailing 
and was the first man to demonstrate 
to the Indians tho use of a snll boat on 
Stewarts lake. They could not believe 
that by means of sails a boat couIiV 
go otherwise than dead before the 
wind, and on him starting out for a 
sail and beating to windward they 
considered that he had received some 
supernatural gift to bo able thus to 
defy the element. 

He resigned from the Hudson Bay 
company some years ago and erected 
a saw mill und grist mill on the Cari- 
boo road, hut his plant was destroyed 
by fire and his enterprises were not 
very successful. Of late years he had 
retired from active work, content to 
enjoy his pension, making his head- 
quarters at Lac la Hache, but visiting 
relatives and friends In Victoria every 
once in a while. 

Death came quietly and peacefully. 
Ho bad looked death so often In the 
face with coolness and self control 
that It had lost all its terrors for him. 
The end came very suddenly and was 
almost without pain. 

The funeral will likely take place 
In Victoria and the arrangements will 
be announced later. 



TERRIBLE HAVOC 
DONE BY WOLVE 



Island Game Suffers Heavily- 
Many Carcases of Deer 
Encountered 



Mr. Frank Verdler, the well known 
timber cruiser of South Saanlch, has 
lately returned from a cruise on 
which he penetrated the interior of 
the island to a distance of about 70 
miles to the westward of Campbell 
river. He brings distressing accounts 
of the terrible havoc wrought among 
the deer and elk of this district by the 
wolves, which are increasing In num- 
bers at an alarming rate. 

In two days Mr. Verdler counted no 
less than 28 carcases of deer which 
had been half-eaten by wolves. He 
also met two trappers on his trip 
who told him that they had counted 
as many as 100 carcases similarly 
half eaten In the space of thirty days. 
The trappers put poison in 30 of these 
carcases, but only succeeded in bag- 
ging one wolf by these means, the 
wolves evidently finding it more to 
their taste to kill fresh meat than to 
return to an old kill. 

Elks Also Suffer. 

It is not only among the common' 
deer that this destruction is being 
wrought, but the elk also suffer to an 
extent which threatens to exterminate 
them before many years. The bull 
elk Is well nble to take care of him- 
self, as the wolves take good care not 
to come within reach of his great ant- 
lers; tho destruction, however, Is 
wrought among the calves. Mr. Ver- 
dler says that when the cow elk are 
calving they are protected by tlicj 
bulls, but that, after the birth of the 
calf, the bulls leave them to look af- 
ter their own safety, and It is then 1 
that the wolves get In their dirty 
work. 

- It Is well known that the number of 
bull elk on the island is gradually di- 
minishing; sportsmen and others, 
whose business or pleasure takes 
them into the natural haunts of these 
animals, continually report seeing 
numbers of cow elk but the bagging 
of a good head Is not by any means 
as common an achievement ns it was 
only a few years back. 

Reports are frequently brought in 
by timber cruisers and others of tho 
destruction unions the deer and elk in 
the interior of the island by vermin.' 
It would be a very great pity if Van- 
couver Island elk were allowed to suc- 
cumb, but such evidence ns this should 
serve to awaken the authorities to the 
urgent necessity of taking some steps 
to give greater encouragement to 
trappers nnd hunters to get after the 
wolves and thus give the elk a chance 
to Increase.

Every- 
day, boys and girls come in asking for 
books that, whether good or not for 
grown men and women, will almost 
certainly do them harm. They have 
perhaps been attracted by a' taking 
title, anil have no knowledge of the 
real character of the book. 

.Some children have excellent home 
libraries, but there are more In whose 
homes there are, few really suitable 
b joks. Yet never were there so many j 
excellent children's books as now. Can- 
not Victoria have a good children's 
room In the Carnegie library? If there 
was a table on which was a collection 
of the beautiful periodicals for young 
people, much wholesome enjoyment 
would be afforded many whose lives 
are not as bright as they should be. 
If to these were added some of the 
lovely reproductions of paintings, and, 
perhaps a cast or two, the room would 
attract hundreds of the boys and girls 
who spend too much of their time on 
the streets. 

But what is most needed Is books 
that they can take home with them 
and enjoy at their leisure. There are 
in this city a great number of young 
people busy all day. It would be a 
great boon to these to have a room 
whose walls were lined with hooks, 
any one of which would afford either 
pleasure or profit. If this collection 
were under the care of some sym- 
pathetic, intelligent man or woman 
who could give advice and information 
so much the better. 

Books are cheap comparatively. The 
furnishing and equipment of a chil- 
dren's library would not cost a great 
sum. Its influence would reach every 
home In Victoria where children are, 
and that influence would be all for 
good. 

There are plenty of agencies for evil; 
there are many places whose influence 
over the character of the young people 
i is doubtful. Let us have, as soon as 
possible, a beautiful, warm, well light- 
ed, airy room where hoys and girls may 
sit and read feeling that they are wel- 
come, and from which they can carry 
home, books that will make, ^hem hap- 
pier, wiser, and better men and wo-

Nothing is more wonderful to the 
women of the West than the progress 
that has been made by the Turkish 
women towards liberty. We have 
been so accustomed to think of them 
us being shut up In harems, tyran- 
nised over by cruel husbands ' that 
their present attitude and their 
knowledge of the lite of the outside 
world astonishes us. It may be there 
lias been much of exaggeration and of 
misunderstanding among us concern- 
ing their former condition. It Is very 




hard Indeed to comprehend either the 
virtues or tho 'vices- of other civiliza- 
tions than our own. Tin; following 
description from an English paper 
shows something of the aims of the 
Turkish woman o£ today: 

In Constantinople a few weeks ago, 
before a room full of English and Am- 
erican women, a young Turkish gra- 
duate living in Stamboul was asked 
to say something- about her fellow- 
countrywomen. No nervousness waj 
exhibited by tho small, black-robed 
figure that rose to speak to such an 
audience for the first time, With 
yashmak (veil) thrown back — there 
being only those of her own sex pre- 
sent — revealing a girl's pale, delicate- 
looking, ovul face, whose fascination 
lay In the large huzel eyes and ex- 
pressive mouth, she spoke without 
hesitutlon in the purest English, her 
low-toned voice having but the slight- 
est indication of an accent. 

"I feel I should upologize to you, 
ladles, for speaking In your own lan- 
guage, but I have been commanded to 
speak by an American lady — and I am 
accustomed to obey Americans, hav- 
ing been educated at tho American 
College for Girls In Scutari. First, the 
women of Turkey must; bo awakened 
to their need of education — though 
this is necessary for the men, too," 
she added, smiling, "as they nave re- 
ceived almost as. little education as 
the women; then wo shall establish 
head schools In Constantinople, with 
English and American teachers'; after 
which we shall have our own Instruc- 
tresses, who will bo sent to different 
towns throughout the Empire. For 
years the teaching of Mohammed lias 
been wrongly construed; but now we 
shall go forward, giving justice to all, 
as we are commanded." 

This young girl — tho only holder of 
a degree for women in Turkey — was 
permitted by her husband to spend a 
night at the house of an American 
woman and speak to her friends, the 
only stipulation being that there 
should be no men present. 

In an article in the August number 
of Harper's Bazar, Mary E. Woolley, 
president of Mount Holyyoke College, 
speaks of the refining Influence of a 
higher education. This side of the 
work of the college, important as It 
is, is too often overlooked. The writer 
says: 

"Familiarity with the beautiful ex- 
pression of thought leads to culture of 
speech. The English language is a 
marvellous instrument of expression, 



but we fall far 3hort of its possibili- 
ties, In tho choice of words, in extent 
[arid variety of vocubulury, In sim- 
plicity and beauty of arrangement, 
'even In pronunciation and Inflection. 
The school has a dillicult problem, 
■for, In many Instances, the pupils 
come from homes where the spoken 
language is a foreign tongue; in many 
more it is crude and Illiterate; and 
ieven when it does not belong in 
either one of these categories, there is 
'little attention given to the manner of 
.speaking. 

: The ideal education includes in tho 
appreciation of beauty tho beautiful 
in conduct. American education at 
heart has a regard for conduct of the 
highest type, but in its emphasis upon 
what it considers the essentials, truth, 
• honor, integrity, purity, it is some- 
times disposed to Ignore what It 
would call convention. Yet no less an 
authority than our own great phil- 
osophers defines manners as "the 
happy way3 of doing things," and 
says, "if they are superficial, so are 
the dewdrops, which give such a 
depth to the morning meadows"; and 
again, "the flower of courtesy does 
not very well bide handling, but If we 
dare to open another leaf and replace 
what parts go to Its conformation, we 
shall find an intellectual quality. De- 
■ fect in manners Is usually the defect 
of fine perceptions." The "defect in 
tine perceptions," that is the secret 
;of much in our American life which 
jars upon our liner natures. The 
home must bear the heavier respon- 
sibility, for it is only by early and 
constant training that the perceptions 
will be quick and keen; to avoid loud 
talking and laughing and conspicuous 
behavior, and to realize that, defer- 
ence toward thoso whose- age and 
position demand It, consideration to- 
ward all, and the little courtesies, are 
a part of culture. A touch of courtli- 
ness and courtesy, graciousness and 
grace, In the midst of the hurry and 
bustle of our modern life, is it too 
much to ask'.'"

Arrangements Are Now 
, , in Progress 



OFFICIALS BACK 

FROM NORTHERN TRIP 



United States Fishing Vessel 
Driven From Northern 
Harbor 



That an announcement may be ex- 
pected shortly regarding the settle- 
ment of the long-pending pelagic 
sealing question, and a new arrange- 
ment entered into, was the statement 
made by R. N. Venning, superintend- 
ent of the fisheries department of the 
Dominion government, who returned 
from a tour of inspection in British 
Columbia waters on board the fish- 
ery protection tug William Jolliffe, 
Captain Stratford, accompanied by 
Rev. E. G. Taylor, superintendent for 
Vancouver island and northern 
waters. 

"The negotiations with regard to the 
settlement of the sealing question have 
been in progress with the British and 
United States Governments for some 
time past," said Mr. Venning. "As to 
the nature of the arrangements being 
made I am unable to make any state- 
ment, but I believe they will be satis- 
factory and that a conclusion of the 
negotiations will be reached shortly. 
With regard to the unsettled sealing 
claims, nothing has been done. All 
have been settled with the exception 
of the case of the Coquitlam, seized off 
Port Etches many years ago by the 
United States. This claim was never 
settled. The cases of the schooners 
have been disposed of. They have 
been thrown out. The cases of the 
Maria and Rosle Olsen are done with. 
The arrangement was made by the 
commissioner sent to meet the Russian 
commissioners that payment would be 
made for the Carmolite and Vancouver 
Belle and a settlement In full was given 
for the four schooners. This disposed 
of the cas^s of the Maria and Rosle 
Olsen. The Russians proved, to their

schooners in question were inside the 
limit at Copper Island, and they re- 
fused to pay for them. 

"Will some arrangement be made for 
a close season?" 

"That I cannot say; the regulations 
made under the terms of the Paris 
Tribunal of 1894 are still In force." 

"What Is being done with regard to 
the unequal advantage given the Ja- 
panese sealers owing to Japan not he- 
Ing a party to the treaty regarding 
pelagic sealing?" 

"Nothing can be done, Japan not 
being under the terms of the agree- 
ment regarding pelagic sealing." 

"Will an arrangement for equal op- 
portunity for the sealers be made as 
a result of the negotiations now- 
pending?" 

"I cannot say anything with regard 
to the nature of the negotiations now 
in progress regarding sealing; but it 
is expected an announcement of the 
settlement of the question will be 
made shortly." 

Mr. Venning's previous visits to 
Victoria were In connection with the 
sealing industry. He came here in 1S93 
and accompanied the Bering Sea 
Claims Commission when it held its 
sittings at the Government buildings, 
In the old building where the museum 
of mines Is now located, in 1S9S. Mr. 
Venning assisted the Canadian officials 
in the preparation of the successful 
case for the Victoria sealers. The 
commissioners ruled awarding in- 
demnities totalling $425,000 to the lo- 
cal sealers on account of the Bering 
Sea seizures. 

There wi>re many strange Incidents 
In connection with the sittings of the 
commission. Several agents of the 
United States government were busy 
at the time among the sealers who 
were called to give evidence and one 
of them gave tin- late C'apt. Gus .Han- 
sen more had whisky than the old 
sealer could stand with the result that 
"The Flying Dutchman" as he was 
then known, became quite 111 and 
claimed that he had been poisoned. 
The allegation made no small sensa- 
tion before the commission. 

Using the Harbors 

During the cruise of the William 
Jolllffe one United States fishing ves- 
sel, the La Paloma, a small auxiliary 
gasoline schooner hailing from Seattle 
was found in Bull harbor, Hope Island 
and overhauled. The captain said he 
was sheltering there owing to some 
trouble with his motor. 

"Is it all right now?" asked Mr. 
Moore, formerly chief officer of the 
Kestrel, the fishery officer on board. 
Qrhe fisherman said it was. 
"Well, get your anchor up and get 
out," said the fishery officer, and the 
La Paloma got out. 

Five motor boats were seen during 
the voyage, one being well inside the 
limit at the Virgin rocks in Queen 
Charlotte Sound, but she had her dor- 
ies aboard and was not interfered 
with. There was little poaching, as 
far as could be detected at the pres- 
ent time, this being the season when 
the United States vessels can make 
good catches in the open sea. 

In September most of the poaching 
is done, and It is hoped to have an ef- 
ficient fishery patrol ready by that 
time. The Kestrel and William Jol- 



llffe and probably the Newlngton will 
be engaged, and the tugs Restless and 
Falcon will be used to cruise along 
the shore and inside waters to prevent 
the United States fishing vessols from 
using the harbors and going in to get 
bait. The small boats sighted near 
Banks Island recently were Investi- 
gated and found to bo local boats 
from Prince Rupert. 

Question of Bait 

"The question of the sale of bait is 
in the hatids of the Customs depart- 
ment," said Mr. Venning, "and I believe 
It will maintain its refusal to allow' 
bait to be purchased In British Co- 
lumbia waters by United States fish- 
ing vessels, . - ; - - ■ 

Two Trawler Fleets 

The development of the northern 
fishing grounds is about to bo In- 
creased. Mr. Venning said he learned 
at Prince Rupert that a big cold stor- 
age plant is being established thero 
and those behind the enterprise in- 
tend to bring a fleet of steam trawlers 
from England, similar to the Kings- 
way, which has just arrived from 
Fleetwood for the Pacific Fisheries 
Company, which is establishing a big 
fishing station at Paflco. This com- 
pany has a large amount of machin- 
ery at the station on Solwyn Inlet, 
and a wharf has been built. It Is the 
Intention of the company and the 
company establishing the cold storage 
plant at Prince Rupert to go Into gen- 
eral fishing, not confining its atten- 
tions to halibut. 

Big Market 

Regarding the opportunities for 
fishery development in British Co- 
lumbia, Mr. Venning was enthusiastic. 
He said that not only were the fish- 
eries vast, but the markets in sight 
most extensive. The district around 
Prince Rupert alone would ultimately 
be a great market in itself. 

Several United States fishing \-es- 
sels were seen. They are engaged 
mostly at the north end of Hecate 
straits and in Dixon entrance at pre- 
sent. There Is also some fishing go- 
ing on at the lower end of Hecate 
straits, in the neighborhood of Goose 
island. A crui3e was made In Hecate 
straits, regarding the Jurisdiction over 
which negotiations are pending, and 
Investigations showed that the halibut 
grounds are extensive there. The tlsh 
are smaller, however, now than they 
were some years ago. 

The William JolllrTe proceeded to 
the West Coast of Vancouver Island 
from Hecate straits, and a call was 
made at Quatslno, off which place 
there is a good halibut bank. Sechart 
was next visited, and the whaling 
company, which has Bcventy men In 
its employ, had four whales at the slip, 
which had been brought In a short 
time before by the Orion. The station 
had taken a total of 197 whale3 during 
the season. 

Mr. Venning and Rf>v. Mr. Taylor 
left yesterday morning on the tug 
Alcedo to visit the salmon traps in 
the Straits." 
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leaving the harbor. The Chehalis was 
rolled over and eight were drowned. 
The others were saved by boats quickly 
lowered from the Princess Victoria.

C. P. R. WINS IN. 

CHEHALIS CASE 



Decision Is Given by Privy Council 
Upholding Decision of Justice 
Martin. 



The C. P. R. has won the 
appeal to the Privy Council in 
the Chehalis case, thus setting 
aside the damages given, arising out 
of the collision between the steamer 
Princess Victoria and Union Steam- 
ship Company's steamer Chehalis, in 
the Vancouver Narrows, three years 
agt). Eight persons aboard the Che- 
halis lost their lives. R. H. Bryce, 
whose bride was drowned, sued first 
and his was a test case. Bryce died 
recently of a broken heart. Mr. Jus- 
tice Martin's original decision in the 
Admiralty Court is approved and re- 
stored. 

The Chehalis was a tugboat belong- 
ing to the Union Steamship Company 
and had been chartered to Bryce, for- 
merly a purser in the employ of that 
company, and others for a trip to oys- 
ter beds at the north end of Vancouver 
Island. She was making her way from 
Vancouver harbor and was caught in 
the strong tide and crossed the bow 
of the steamer Princess Victoria, being 
run down by that vessel as she was 



The steamer Shina.no Maru, of the 
Nippon Yuaen kaisha will sail from 
the outer wharf toduy for Yokohama 
and the usual ports of call in the Far 
East, taking a light cargo. The 
steamer Suveric of the Bank line letf 
Portland yesterday after taking on 
board 3,000,000 feet of lumber for 
Kankin to complete her cargo at 
Vancouver and Seattle. The steamer 
Oceano of this line Is about due from 
the Far East. 

On the transpacific berth there Is 
little actual business to report, on ac- 
count of the continued inactivity In 
Hour shipments, which form the prin- 
cipal basis of the trade, says the 
Pacific Marine Review. It is difficult 
to judge when an Improvement may 
be expected, on account of the high 
prices being asked for wheat, and the 
uncertainty regarding crop yield In 
the Orient. It is to be hoped, how- 
ever, that a better condition will be 
manifested from October onwards. 
There have been one or two small in- 
j qulrlea for Vladlvostock and New- 
I chwang, but it is feared that nothing 
j like a cargo lot could be secured for 
North China ports. 

The lumber movement to the Orient 
is also very slow. The only port that 
is showing any activity seems to be 
Nankin, on the Yangtze river, where 
considerable building operations are 
taking place. We understand tho 
Bank Line steamer Suveric Is now in 
the Columbia river, loading three mil- 
lion feet of lumber for delivery at 
Nankin, and the fact that Messrs. 
Erank Waterhouse & Company, who 
have the reputation for despatching 
full ships, found it necessary to send 
this regular liner to Portland to com- 
plete loading, we think serves as a 
practical illustration of the present 
lifeless condition of outward Oriental 
trade. It will be remembered that tho 
steamer mentioned Just, delivered In 
Tacoma the largest cargo of silk, tea, 
hemp, matting, etc., that has reached 
that port for years. 

We also notice that Messrs. Dod- 
well & Co. have taken a lease of 
Pier 8, where they will conduct a 
general wharfage business, and berth 
the well-known Holt liners they rep- 
resent. It is their Intention to re- 
move their offices from the Colman 
building to Pier S. 

We have also to record that since 
our last Issue the Osaka Shosen Kai- 
sha have become members of the 
transpacific conference. 

Regarding the New Zealand berth, 
as reported In our last, Messrs. An- 
drew %Veir A Co., London, decided to 
withdraw their offer to the Dominion 
government for a regular four-weekly 
steamship service between Canada and 
New Zealand; and as the Alley Lino 
contract has expired and will not bo 
continued, there Is no direct connec- 
tion between the two countries at the 
present time. 

The Australian Mall Line reports 
full cargoes booked ahead for their 
steamers, which leave San Francisco 
every 28 days, for Auckland and Syd- 
ney, N. S. W.

There is also considerable anxi- 
ety expressed for the British bark 
Zlnlta, which Is bound for Puget Sound 
from Newcastle, England. This ves- 
sel is posted at 15 per cent., having 
been overdue for two months. The 
Zlnlta had a most unfortunate start 
from England, and those Inclined to be 
superstitious fear that tho vessel's ill- 
luck has followed her. 

Leaving Newcastle November 13, the 
Zlnlta returned to Deal four days later, 
having lost her sails and had the decks 
swept. Sailing again December 2, she 
put into Falmouth a week later with 
the stern post leaking on the starboard 
side. She made a third attempt Janu- 
ary 24. In latitude "11 north, longitude 
2G west, she was spoken on February 
14, but since then nothing has been 
heard of the vessel. She has a gen- 
eral cargo, including coko and pig iron. 



Rather a remarkable Instance of a 
slow passage was cleared up when, on 
July 10, the Norwegian bark Syden- 
ham arrived at Coquimbo, 111 days out 
from Newcastle. N. S. W. Before the 
vessel made i>ort 50 per cent, rein- 
surance had been paid, and In some 
quarters she was given up as lost, as 
frequently this passage Is marie in 
from 40 to 50 days. The Chilian bark 
Zelbic. formerly the County of Flint, 
Is making a slow passage from New- 
castle, N. S. W, to Valparaiso, having 
sailed, April 24, and not since having 
been spoken. She is posted at 10 per 
cent. 

Although having left Philadelphia for 
San Francisco only on June 19, the 
well-known American ship Hawaiian 
Isles Is up for reinsurance at from 15 
to 20 per cent., although there seems 
no reason for this. The French bark 
Guethary, also known here, is quoted at 
S per cent., having sailed from Tchio 
for the Clyde March 26.

Pacific and Atchison all so|d during 
the day at the highest prices In their 
history and the movement In the two 
Ilrst named slocks was the notable spec- 
ulative sentiment towards the Whole 
list. 

Commission houses reported some 
accession of uutside demand but the ac- 
tion of the market was suggestive still 
of professional operations, it is a fea- 
ture of the present situation in the stock 
market that with all the enormous ac- 
cumulation Of holdings that have been 
accomplished, brokerage offices profess 
to be Utile involved in the market In 
tho way of money borrowed for holding 
of stocks un margin for customers. The 
explanation offered In that the princi- 
pal participants in the recent market 
have resorted to the banks directly for 
loans and that it is with those institu- 
tions that the collateral is largely held. 

The comparative freedom of the mar- 
ket from the usual backsets und vicis- 
situdes of a speculative campaign where 
a multitude of brokers are advising the 
shifting Impulses of traders In and out 
of the market Is said to be due reason- 
ably to the cause. Today's active mar- 
ket was attributed In Its broadly under- 
lying Impulses to the signing of the 
conference report on the tariff bill and 
the prospect thus brightened by an 
early adjournment of tho special session 
of congress. It is the impression in 
Wall street that the general business In 
all mercantile lines has been held up 
to await the disposal of the tariff ques- 
tion and* the revival to follow calls for 
a corresponding movement in t lie Wall 
street barometer. A sudden jump in 
Western Union following tho more grad- 
ual rise yesterday in the convertible 
bonds was accomplished by an assertion 
that an early absorption of that com- 
pany by the American Telephone and 
Telegraph Company was In contempla- 
tion. 

Heading was made conspicuous with 
a revival of reports that have done duty 
many times before of a financial plan 
involving a readjustment In Its stock 
Issues and an increase in the dividends. 

The banks are promised a cash gain 
as large as last week. The stock mar- 
ket's closing tone was strong, after di- 
gesting the realizing sales of the final 
hour. 

Bonds were firm. Total sales par 
value J4.SI6.000.

CHICAGO GBAIN LETTER. 

(Furnished by F. W. Stevenson & Co.) 

Chicago, July 30. — Wheat — It was a 
fighting market during the morning with 
the result much In doubt about the 
probable black rust. At one time the 
September price was close to 105% 
cents. Then the support appeared to 
give out, some of the leading buyers of 
the week turned sellers and this started 
general selling by the local trade which 
kept up to the close. The bearish fea- 
ture late in the day was a stampede 
caused by the market report at Minne- 
apolis, making a possible yield, for the 
big northwest states of 299.000,000. The 
report was regarded as too high for con- 
servative people but they encouraged 
the local bear forces to make a drive 
at prices. Some of the crop experts 
who were sent to investigate the r jlack 
rust yesterday changed their base of 
operation today and found things alto- 
gether more promising.
